given. The Yokohama Assembly 
is reported to be acting in concert 
with Tokio. 

This promises to bring to a 
head the long existing rivairy be- 
tween the cities, possibly antagon- 
izing Osaka to an extent that it 
will refuse further to aid the earth- 
quake sufferers, Osaka merchants 
and bankers suffered severely dur- 
ing the moratorium. having to 
meet their own bills and being 
unable to collect from their Tokio 
debtors. 

Tokio's suggestion that the capi- 
tal be restored at national expense 
isn the subject of much covert criti- 
clam here, where it ts felt that the 
Osaka district will be taxed to re- 
create a rival trade center.

Fresh jeajousies 
and greeds continually add to the 
suffering of humanity. 

“America, matertally more pros- 
perous than any other land, has its 
own troubles in sufficiency. Stub- 
born men refuse to learn the les- 
son which facts 
offer so generously. Much prog 
rees is recorded, but it pains the 


ler advantage of the glorious op- 
portunities that abound on every 
hand. 

“The world will watch our con- 
vention in Portland and the con- 
vention will be worth watching.”

STEEL [INDUSTRY 

Plans fur carrying out an ac- 
tive campaign to organize the 350,- 
000 workers in the steel industry 
were announced today by William. 
Hannon, secretary of the executive, 
council of the national and inter- 
national unions of the steel Indus- 
try. who is here to attend the 
convention. 

According to Hannon’s 
nouncement at least $1,000,000 will 
be available for the campaign, 
which is to be carried on for an 
indefinite period. and which is to be 
supported by all labor unions af- 
fillated with the federation. 

“The object of the campaign,” 
Hannon said, “is to bring about 
the universal eight-hour day in 
the steel industry and the 100 per 
cent unionization of the workers.” 


END IN SIGHT 


Hannon predicted completion of 
the objects sought within two 
years. He said that no strike or 
direct action is contemplated. “It 
is our desires,” he said, to achieve 
our object by peaceful means, 
backed by a great unionized force.” 

Hannon said that partial m- 
auguration of the eight-hour day in 
some steel plants had slightly set 
back his organization’s work but 


that it would be continued with 
renewed vigor. No organizers will 
be sent to the Pittsburg district 
until all other steel concerns have 
been organized, be said. Headquar- 
ters for the movement have been 
established in Chicago, with 


branches in various other cities, 
he declared.

BL PASO, Sept. 30.—During two 
days sessions of the United States 
District Court 104 persons were 
indicted and thirty-seven defend- 
ants convicted and sentenced on 
charges in which narcotic and li- 
quor-law violations were foremost. 
Seven men —— of Uquor-law 
violations wer sentenced to a 
year and day each at Leavenworth 
renitentiary, it being their third 
and fourth offenses.

Says ann is Poisoned | 
With Putrid Judges 


Lambasts Newspapers, Jews 
and Catholics 


Asks Magazine Subscriptions 
After Tirade in Church

The Rev. Bob Shuler does not 
stand for mob violence. He doesn't 
even necessarily stand for the Ku 
Klu Klan. And he fs not conduct- 
ing any campaign of hate against 
the ‘Roman Catholics or the Jews. 
But he does feel that when the 
country is polsoned clear through 
with vicious, putrid officials, all 
the way from Governors to judges 
on the bench, who presumably are 
under the pernicious Influence and 
direction of the forees ef the Dev- 
il, a Ku Klux Klan body of hooded 
Christians is emphatically the best 
organization to support in the war 
between religion (strictly Protes- 
tant) and loathsome crime and vil 
lany (everybody elee.) 

Bo to prove his gentle and mild 
stand for law and order, his mon- 
ster mass meeting at Trinity Meth- 
odist Church yesterday afternoon 
on the Ku Klux Klan eituation, 
opened with some tender lttle

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—A com-

It will be decided also how the 
bankers’ money, advanced for the 
rehabilitation of the  ratiroads, 
shall be returned. The pregent ar- 
rangement for a deposit of this 
money with L. F. Loree, president 
of the Delaware and Hudson Rail- 
road, as custodian. 

It is understood that. following 
this meeting, John Muhfeld, a con- 
sulting railroad engineer of this 
city, will go to Mexico to make a 
survey of the physical condition 
of the railroads and a study of the 
condition of rolling stock, motive 
power and shop equipment. His 
report will decide the sum needed 
for rehabilitation.

Long-time ironctad 
contracts followed, binding farm- 
er members to the aasociation. 
These caused more dissatisfaction. 

Now the promoters have invent- 
ed what is known as the “one-thira 
pool.” Under this plan the, grow- 
er is urged to put only one-third 
of his crop in the annual pool, for 
which he receives the average 
price for the season. He retains 
control of the remainder and in- 
structs the association when and 
at what price he will sell. In 
either case the association, after 
selling deducts the usual charge» 
such as freight, handling, storage, 
insurance, interest on advances, 
taxes, (if sold after March 1.) ap- 
proximately 2 cents a bushel for 
association expenses and 1 cent for 
contract reserve. 

This plan is being tried in Wash- 
inaton this year, but will be aban- 
doned in 1924, as the State organ- 
zation is committed to the plan 
of the American Wheat Growers’ 
Association to fix the price in 1924 
by controlling at least two-thirds 
of the entire crop. Local dealers 
assert that the farmer who enters 
a “one-third pool” is bound to re- 
ceive less for his wheat than he 
would it he sold in the open mar- 
ket.

A tte old man came to the 
door.

WORK RUSHED 

Everybody noticed from time to 
time the rapid prosecution of the 
work. Everybody working on the 
building seemed to have a heart 
interest in what they were doing, 
and labor troubles were unknown. 
The job was without question such 
an “open shop” job as the most 
ardent supporter of the “open 
shop” would care to have it. Union 
labor and non-union labor all 
seemed to be working to one pur- 
pose—to complete the undertak- 
ings; with the result that the con- 
tract was completed sixty days 
ahead of the contract time, and 
the opening of the hotel will oc- 
cur October 1, instead of some 
time in December as originally in- 
tended, 

This hastening of completion 
has necessarily caused unusual 
efforts on the part of the opert- 
ing company to get ite furniture 
and equipment installed in time 


they in turn, have fulfilled every 
obligation and accepted the earlier 
opening date without objection. 
Returning to the financing, it is 
most gratifying to all those who 
have interested themselves in this 
project, and I think will be of in- 
terest to the public, to know that 
the hotel is not only financed but 
paid for. The only items remain- 
ing unpald being the small amount 
of $97,949.48, which is not due and 
cannot he paid on account of the 
Lien Law.

WITHIN ESTIMATES 
The treasurer's report shows a 
total investment of §$7,789,066.00, 
with honds outstand- 
ing, and $4,075,.700.00 stock out- 
standing, thus demonstrating that 
the architects’ estimate of extras 
Was not exceeded, and that the 


‘original estimate of the amount of 


the investment was not exceeded. 
The entire project is a monu- 
ment to the united efforts of the 
financial interests of the city of 
Los Angeles and its public-spirited 
citizens, but it could not have been 
accomplished except for the won- 
derdful co-operation of subecontrac- 
tors and labor from start to finish. 
It is a monument to that Los An- 
geles Spirit which combines labor

With the completion of the pre- 
liminary negotiations work on the 
plans for the building was started 
in earnest. Schultze 4 Weaver 
of New York were selected as ar- 
chitects, and within forty-seven 
days thelr architectural sketches 
were ready for contractors’ bids, 
a remarkably short period in view 
of the enormous amount of detail

The financing of the project was 
carried forward with the same de- 
gree of rapidity.

Bowman, head of the Ri- 
more chain of hotels, at a total 
rental of $15,000,000, the lessees 
to pay all taxes and operating ex- 
penses. The original lease also 
pontains a renewal clause at the 
expiration of the twenty-five year 
period ata rental to be determined 
by appraleal. 

The building has been com- 
pletely furnished And equipped by 
Mr. Bowman and his associates at 
a cost of more than $1,000,000.
